Princ - 
tial was also a hit fractious and to further compli- 
cate matters. In- hit Garner, who rode Michael An- 
gelo. the only other starter, he fore the harrier was 
sprung. The hite was not a serious one. hut Garner 
had to cancel his mot lit on Crash, the I'at Dunne 
lilly that won the following race under Van Bcn- 
selHiten's guidance. When Firestone propped just 
at tile rise- of the Itarrier. the race lost all semblance 
of a contest. Prince tial only had to romp along in 
front and was never extended to win all the way. 
After the race Hildreth had a heavy exercise hoy 
work Firestone a mile in 1:4-'! and the easy manner 
in which he went along made it appear that lie is 
ready for a good race at any time. 

For the first time since opening day the Queens 
t'om'y Jockey t'luh had bright skies and a fast 
track. Those conditions attracted fully ti.ooo persons 
lo the course, though no stake was down for doei- 
-ion. Only two favorites finished first. 1 tesides Fire- 
stone. the well-hacked ones that failed to deliver 
were Itlack Oak. an oven-money choice in the third; 
Winning Widow. Kimball Patterson's t wo-yoar-old, 
tnd Im, Reardon, favorite among a hand of maid- 
ens in the closing dash. It was a good day for 
jockcj Guy Garner. I'p to the fourth race, when lie 
had the mount on Michael Angelo, lie had ridden 
every winner. In tin- running of the maiden race. 

« limit us. an outsider, liolted on the first turn and 
unseated jockey King, though no serious injury was 
done either I toy or horse. 

Ik is feared 'that Frank Mullens will not <h*vo|op 
staying qualities. Today he had no excuse and. after 
racing along in front in the four and a half furlongs 
lash, lie was handily taken into camp by Zeus, the 
sou of Adam and half-brother to May Itiver.

KENTUCKY'S NEW STARTING RULES. 

Lexington. Ky.. April 22. — ' The new starting rules 
for Kentucky tracks, as ailoptdi by the Kentucky 
Slate Racing Commission this week, are as follows: 

"Itule 121* — '11 k- horse must lie started by the 
jockey, hut with Hie starter it may tie led to it* 
liositiou. and it must lie free of all hands other than 
those of the jockey before the starter releases t lie 
harrier. The jockey must not dismount, except to 
remedy insecure equipments. 

"Rule BIS — The starter may give all such orders 
and take all such measures not in conflict with the 
rules of racing as are necessary to secure a fair 
start, and must order the horses to draw up in line 
•is far la-hind the starting isist as lie thinks neces- 
sary. hilt not exceeding seventy yards, and from that 
point walk tqi until the starter releases the barrier, 
when they shall break and run the rare. 

'•Rule 141 — Wjth the sanction of the officers of the 
association, the starter may appoint his assistants, 
hut neither lie nor his assistants shall carry a whip, 
stick or ns!, nor shall they strike a jockey, or horse 
at the post, nor shall they take hold of a horse at 
tlte jiost except to lead it to its position: nor shall 
tin- start's - or his assistants use abusive language 
toward a jockey, and for each violation of this rule 
tin- judges shall impose a fine of not less than fifty 
dollars U|S>u the starter.” 

FIVE-MONTHS SEASON FOR JUAREZ. 

Xcvv York. April 22. — Senor Alberto Terrazas, the 
wealthy Mexican who is parr owner of the Juarez 
track . awl who intends to race a string of thorough- 
breds <m the Jockey flub courses this season, is an 
enthusiastic sportsman and predicts lhat racing in 
his native country will soon hceotne a great Indus 
try. Tin* In-ceding of thoroughbreds and the building 
nf several magnificent race courses will Is- encour- 
aged by the Mexican government, lie declares, while 
■ iMMiktnakitig and isxilselliiig will lie licensed. 

•"Juarez will probably race five months next sea- 
son. Iieginnihg alsiiit the middle of November." said 
Senor Terrazas yesterday. "We have a splendid race 
course, one of the liest appointed and fastest in the 
World, at Juarez, and the time is not far distant 
v. lien our valuable slakes will attract the highest 
• lass of thoroughbreds. There will Is- racing in Cali- 
fornia next winter, too. but that will not interfere 
with the sport In Mexico. Americans who own big 
stables will find it worth their while lo send horses 
1 ,, Mexico, where we do not interfere with the Jiei'- 

mal rights of anytiody. The sport in Mexico will 
Im- conducted on the highest plane and it is hound to 
increase in popular favor.” 

W. K. VANDERBILT'S SUCCESS ABROAD. 

New York. April 22. — William Duke, writing from 
I'raiK-e to J. S. McDonald, reviews the success <>f 
the raei-rs owned by W. K. Vanderbilt and trained 
l.y Duke.

PREFERS INDIVIDUALITY TO PEDIGREE. 



Capt. J. T. Williams, in Reminiscent Vein at Louis- 
ville, Talks of Horses He Has Owned. 



Louisville, Ky.. April 22. — Capt. J. T. AVilliatns 
related ti chapter of unwritten turf history to a 
crowd of attentive horsemen at Douglas Park re- 
cently. It dtalt with Joe Cotton, winner of the 
Kentucky Derby in 1883. just twenty-five years ago. 
He said: 

"That spring I first ran Joe Cotton at Memphis, 
where lie handily won the Tennessee Derby, and 
then 1 look him to I-exingtoii and lie won tin* Straus 
Stakes at the old course. I next rail him in the 
Kentucky Derby, and lie won from Bersan. Ten 
Booker, Favor and Troubadour, as well as several 
other slarters. hut in the Clark Stakes Borsun re- 
versed the Derby running and lieat my colt, as well 
as Troubadour. Then Green IMorris, who had Bcr- 
san, came to me and proposed that I get out of Ills 
way in one of tin- sink, s at Latonia. and lie would 
stay in Hie stable while I took tlie other event. 
One rail- was worth a little more than the other, 
hut we finally fixed the difference up satisfactorily, 
and 1 kept Joe Cut ton ill the stable while iBcrsan 
ran ami won the Hindoo Stakes, which afterward 
lM-eatne the Latonia Derby, and Morris did likewise 
in the Ripple Stakes, which 1, of course, won with 
Joe Cotton. 

"After that, event had been decided T put my 
colt on the- cars and shipped him to Sheepshead Bay 
to run in the Tidal Stakes. Jim McLaughlin rode 
him in that race, and a colt of J. Bt. Haggin’s was 
his dangerous competitor. He laid off with him 
for nearly the entire race and let a colt called 
Pardee slip away with a long lead. When lie saw 
Patsy Duffy seemingly making no effort to move up. 
.McLaughlin cut loose with my colt, but tlie liest lie 
could do was to get Joe Cotton up iu time to make 
it a dead heat. 

"Pardee was then owned by It. W. Cameron, who 
imported tlie great Leamington, and .Major Hubbard, 
a prominent turf scribe in those days, had the man- 
agement of the eolt. Neither he nor 1 eared to run 
the race off, and we divided Ihe stakes. As I 
walked away from Major llubbard I met Mike 
Dwyer. He said: ‘Williams, what do you want for 
Joe’ Col tom?* 'Fifteen thousand dollars and tlie next 
stake lie win*.’ was my reply, 'lie's my horse,’ lie 
said, ‘and I have decided to run the dead lieat off.’ 
'(Hi. im you can't." I informed him. ‘I told Major 
Hubbard I would divide, and as you have paid me no 
money the eolt is still under ni.v control.’ Then I 
found that the hig plunger had liet a fortune on my 
,-olt and did not want the money split up as In- was 
sure Joe Colton could heat Pardee in tlie run-off. 
It was a nice chalice to sell my colt for a small 
fortune. 

••They bought Joe Cotton the next season from me. 
and the dead Brooklyn turfman won one of the 
largest I lets of his career when the son of King 
Alfonso lieat the Suburban Handicap winner. Pontiac, 
in a fast sc ven- furlongs race at Slieepshend Bay. 1 
got tlie Derby winner back for a sire. but. like 
l 'reedmore. another good horse I owned, lie died lie- 
fore lie was six years old.” 

Will Voting asked Captain Williams how he con- 
sidered J oe Cotton to rate with the great Derby 
horses of today. "Well,” said the veteran turfman, 
“you cannot class horses in different years tlmt have 
never met. I have seen few three-year-old do what 
Joe Cotton accomplished in his year, ami 1 rate liJm 
as gisnl as any horse I ever trained us a three-year- 
old. Of course, we only surmise when we go hack 
twenty-five years, hut I will say I would like to 
have a i-olt In the Kentucky Derby this season thftt 
lutd shown me now what Joe Cotton did when I 
brought him up the line in 1883. He was a good, 
honest, game race horse, with a dazzling burst of 
speed. I guess he would have made a colt like 
Waldo step along to get the money.” 

"How is it you run across so many good race 
horses in your time?” asked trainer Young. 

“Well.” replied Williams. "I never buy a horse 
unless lie is a good individual. I get the horse anil 
study the pedigree afterwards. If I litiil been buy- 
ing from iiedigrve I would have hardly picked out 
Rani’s Horn, a son of Bute, from among the Uaggin 
inlts l»y ninny other great horses. 

'•Ram's Horn’s appearance pleased me as a year- 
ling. and for $230 I got one of the greatest horses 
I ever raced. I bought my promising two-year-old. 
Governor Gray, for tlie same reason, because he was 
a good-looking, lusty-built weanling. Waldo showed 
up after 1 liought him. or 1 guess I could not have 
acquired him at such a figure. In nine eases out of 
ten. when you run across a great race horse, you 
will find an animal that looks g<»>d to the eye. 

•'Priia- McGrath was right when he owned Tom 
Bowling. That noted racer did not have much of a 
pedigree, and vet we have known few more brilliant 
race horses. ‘I have the horse and you have the 
pedigree.’ is the way the noted turfman put it up 
to his critics. I like both good individuality and 
breeding, hut if one has to he a little off color 
give me tin* liest-l<Mikiiig liorse with tlie inferior 
pedigree and you take the one with only his blue 
lines of blood to recommend him. If I had bought 
alone on pedigree I guess I would never have owned 
a Rain's Horn or a Checkmate.” 



MANY HORSES REACH CHURCHILL DOWNS. 



Iamisville. Kv„ April 22. — Trainer Raleigh Colston 
lias ts-eii advised that C. L. Harrison, owner of 
Waldo, will leave New York for I/ouisville May 8 
with a party of friends to si-e his eolt run in the 
Kentucky Derby. He will bring V. Powers with him 
to ride the eolt. Air. Harrison wrote that lie found 
it impossible to come to Kentucky early enough to 
attend Ihe Lexington meeting, hut told Colston to 
use his judgment in shipping (lie Broomstick filly. 
Housemaid, there to run in tlie Breeders’ Futurity. 
If .1. B. Respess inis no starter in that event Colston 
will endeavor to get K. Martin to pilot the Harrison 
filly. 

Ld Corrigan lias arrived from Magnolia Springs. 
Ala., and may ship a division of his stable from here 
to Lexington to rai-e. 

Jockey Herlicrt. wlio spent the winter in Florida, 
lias rejoined the Gerst stable.

Large Delegation from National Capital Swells Crowd 
at Pimlico— Fair Weather Now Prevails. 



Baltimore. Aid., April 22. — A disqualification at- 
tended the running of the opening race this after- 
noon, when William Garth’s Plainness was set back 
.'or fouling August Belmont's Minta. The interfer- 
ence came in the stretch, when Minta moved up 
with a challenge. Gilliert. on Planutess. pulled over 
and repeatedly Iuiniped the lteliiiont filly. The foul 
was palpable and the stewards were prompt in their 
announcement of a disqualification. 

For the first time since the opening the races 
were run under bright skies and. although the track 
was still deep and heavy, there was more snap to 
tin- sport than on the preceding days. The attend- 
ance was large and it only needs pleasant weather 
to make the meeting tlie banner one in tlie history 
if the club. 

Washingtonians appear hungry for tlie sport and 
the specials which are being run from the capital 
are bringing over immense crowds. Many members 
pf congress are among the daily patrons, and they 
appear to immensely enjoy tlie outing as this famous 
old racing ground. 

The 'Belmont colors were conspicuous during the 
afternoon, both tlie opening and closing races being 
won by horses that were bred by ami carried the 
colors of the chairman of the Jockey Flub. Eddie 
Dugan had tlie mounts on Kith Minta and Asticot. 
Allnta showed a good performance in the opening 
dash, when she ti ill* Inal second to IManutcss. She 
W*« off well, followed the early pace closely and 
would probably have won easily but for tlie inter- 
ference. In "the closing race Asticot made all of 
her own pace and won with something in reserve. 

Deter Daul, which carried the tailors of '.Mrs. A. 
H. Bradley in tin- third race, was making his first 
appearance on the turf after an absence of several 
years. He had laa-n working well, hut was crowded 
out of it wlien the start came anil failed to show 
much of anything. 

A partnership lias been registered between J. 
Kurttscliell and Sam Louis in tlie horses Flying 
Footsteps and Fruitful. 

Two gentlemen riders had mounts in today’s 
steeplechase. Dion Kerr and F'. .Vipers, it was the 
first time that the former lias ridden since he was 
injured in a race run in Canada last year. 

Capt. E. It. Cassatt and Congressman Oilie James, 
of Kentucky, were among the visitors at the course 
this afternoon.

John Latnley. one of many 
jockeys developed by Daly, rode for Mr. Croker when 
he raced his homes, as did also Willie Simms, who 
went to England in 1S!I3 with the ill-fated stable 
jointly owned by Messrs. Croker and Michael Dwyer. 



l'ARI-MUTUELS FOR CANADA 



REPORT THAT MACHINE BETTING MAY PAR- 
TIALLY SUPERCEDE THE BOOKMAKER. 



Canadian Jockey Clubs Are Investigating the Mutuel 
System and Some Are Likely to Put It Into 
Practice During Approaching Season. 



Toronlo.Ont.. April 22. — Though no announcement 
has liccii made and plans are not yet complete, it 
is said that some of the Canadian racing organiza- 
tions arc inquiring into tlie details of the operation 
of the pari-mutuel system of betting, with a view 
to introducing it t<> their patrons this season. There 
would, of course, lie no Imokniaking at any track 
that adopts tlie machine method and such action 
would go to lK-ar out the declaration made by the 
clubs that they were not particularly anxious to re- 
tain tlie bookmakers oil their tracks, but only to 
provide some system that afforded a convenient and 
practical method for the speculative |M>rthm of the 
public to transact its business. It will lie no sur- 
prise if some of the meetings are carried on with- 
out honkinaking. now that tlie mechanical system 
'.:us been declared legal. The British Columbia clubs 
all along took the stand that they preferred the 
machine system, hut in their rase the shortening of 
the racing period to seven days will make it difficult 
to secure good fields of horses. Their geographical 
location requires long and expensive shipments for 
only a brief period of racing activity.

CANDIDATES FOR NEXT YEAR S DERBY. 

English Opinion of the Promising Two-Year-Olds of 
1910 Points to Few of Highest Class. 

Regarding the merits of English prospective two- 
yoar-old cracks of this year, especially of those en- 
gaged in the Epsom Derby of 1911, The Field, of 
Iaoudon, of a recent date, says: 

“At this time last year, with the exception, per- 
haps. of Whisk Krooni and Yellow Slave, all the 
celebrities among our present-day three-year-old 
champions were known. This year the surroundings 
are quite different in connection with our new entry. 
Chaos reigns supreme anil search as one may it is 
jiii|M ssilile to find a stable and say that establish- 
ment shelters the winner of next year's Derby. Per- 
haps the two-year-old that would 1m- chosen at this 
date to take the highest honors of the turf would 
lie Romeo, trained by F. Hartigan at Weyhill. 
Moulded to perfection is this charming colt, secured 
by R. Alills at tlie disposal of the late Sir Daniel 
Cooper’s horses in training for 3,300 guineas, lu 
color Romeo is a hard bay. with a star on his 
forehead and white over his off fore and hind pas- 
terns. He is not an ideal walker, but when gallop- 
ing his action leaves absolutely nothing to lie de- 
sired. and altogether lie tills the eye as a colt with 
immense possibilities. 

“Perhaps few two-year-olds are so backward as 
those trained by Aleck Taylor at Alantoii, as like 
Ills father before him he allows his juveniles ample 
time to burden and muscle up before he liegius the 
most arduous part of their training, if the stable 
does not shelter any two-year-old offspring of Gal- 
licia. the dam of Bayardo and Lendierg (owing to 
the inare slipping twins to Isinglass in 1908), Taylor 
lias nevertheless charge of some nice youngsters, 
iiliil if looks count for anything Air. Fairie |*ossesses 
in Cyllius. a two-year-obl son of Cyllene and Gol- 
cottia. one that should prove to be a huge improve- 
ment ii | h , ii his sister. Highness. Quite us good look- 
ing as Lemberg was at that same age. this young- 
ster is a perfect aristocrat in appearance, with the 
advantage of having much more serviceable forelegs 
than bis elder relative. 

"A good chestnut in color, he possesses a wonder- 
ful neck and shoulders, a short, strung hack, great 
girth, with feet and legs of the liest, and if he ean- 
not use the latter to some tune it is no use depend- 
ing upon make and shape. Whether he is an em- 
bryo Derby winner is not easy to say, but this I 
can vouch for, lie does uot Impress one so effectively 
as did tin* magnificent Lemberg last year. Sceptre’s 
two-year-old daughter by Isinglass lias not the eluss.v 
carriage, neither does she till the eye as did her 
half sisters (by Cyllene) Alaiil of the Atist and Alaid 
of Corinth, yet she is very nicely turned, possessing 
tremendous (lower and good limbs. Whatever classic 
distinction awaits her splendid half-sister Alaid of 
Corinth I question if such honors are in store for 
Sceptre's pledge to Isinglass. 

“It is many years since Kingselere sheltered such 
a number of unpromising two-year-olds as those to 
be found loeatisl there this year under the care of 
W. Waugh. Those belonging to the Duke of Port- 
land and the Duke of Westminster are much below 
the average that we expect to find coming up from 
such homes of the thoroughbred as Welbeck and 
Eaton and sired by such equine celebrities as Oran*. 
St. Simon, William the Third. Isinglass. Ayrshire 
and Volodyovski. It is impossible to account for the 
unpromising looks of the Duke of Westminster’s 
t wo y ear-olds, as I believe the majority were reared 
in Kildare, where his grace has established a stud 
farm on a palatial scale. In that respect, however. 
Hall Walker is not to be beaten at Tnlly. and this 
gentleman's two-year-olds bred at this famous stud 
are, as far as looks go. sure to earn good reputa- 
tions. his two young Galliuulcs holding easy firsts 
on points, if not on actual merit. 1 allude to John 
O’Lorne, hv that sire from Fair Jean, and Defiance, 
a brown daughter of Lady Smith. 

“Good as Defiance may be in appearance, her dam 
has thrown such a series of disappointing animals 
since she foaled Be Very Wise ten years ago that 
one cannot t«* too sanguine concerning the career of 
her two-year-old daughter: at the same time the filly 
is a giHMl mover and is much liked by her trainer. 
John O'Lorne is a remarkably good-looking and 
Idnodlikc brother to .Moorcock and half-brother 
by isinglass to the disappointing Glazebrook. In 
make and shape it would be difficult to fault! this 
really charming colt, which not only is grandly 
turned with (x-rfect limits, blit be is of that good 
brown color which is so attractive to the eye. With 
all this it is impossible to picture John O'Lorne as 
a classical winner. If Beckliampton shelters nothing 
so giMxl as Tressadv and Sunbriglit there are. never- 
theless, some youngsters of promise, and much is cx- 
lieoted from the flaxen tailed chestnut son of Per- 
simmon and Curlew. He is in all respects a racing- 
like colt and pretty sure to race with credit to him- 
self anil breeding. but by no manner of process can 
one picture him as a Derby winner. 

“A handsome colt too sheltered at Beckliampton 
House is Ttillibardinc. a good colored bay son of 
St. Frusqnin and Floors, with a small star on his 
forehead and possessing rare seo(ie. He is very like 
his sire and may need time. S. Darling, needless to 
say. does not believe in hurrying the young stock 
entrusted to his care and no horses are lietter turned 
out than those coming from Beckliampton House. 
When referring to this celebrated training estab- 
lishment it is more than satisfactory to find the 
Duke of Devonshire with five two-year-olds in train- 
ing. They are all home-bred, and a most charming 
filly is an unnamed daughter of Cyllene and Claque, 
the dam of Fugleman. She is a picture of ex- 
quisite quality and should slio steer clear of all 
trouble and make ordinary progress this filly— 
which. I understand, is gifted with the nicest of 
action — cannot fail to race, and in the enrcumstance 
I am astonished to find she lias not been more lib- 
erally engaged, for though her name figures in sev- 
eral ' of the most iui|>ortaiit juvenile events her 
classic liabilities arc limited to the Oaks.” 

ACCIDENTAL ORIGIN OF ROTHSCHILD STABLE. 

Tlie Rothschild racing stable in England may lie 
said to have come into existence by accident. Years 
ago, Alfred E. T. Watson writes in the April Bad- 
minton. there was a personality known as "Fitz- 
william” Oldaere. His name was not Fitzwilliam. 
but lie had been huntsman to Lord Fitzwilliam’s 
hounds before establishing himself as a saddler in 
Park street. Amongst his customers was tlie then 
Lord Westminster, who owed Oldaere some money, 
and in lieu of the amount gave him a mare called 
Evening Star. Sin* was put into training and had 
mi undistinguished career, never winning a race. 
The late Baron Lionel de .Rothschild. Lctqiold Roth- 
schild's father, acquired possession of her and sent 
her to a horse called Kremlin. The produce was a 
fitly that ran unnamed at a race meeting to which 
tlie ha i on was accompanied by tlie Mr. Disraeli of 
those days, who utilized the material lie picked up 
in liis novel. “Sidonla.” upon which he was then en- 
gaged. The baron asked his imaginative companion 
to suggest a name for tin* filly, and Air. Disraeli, 
not peculiarly inspired, hut sufficiently equal to the 
occasion, called her Daughter of the Star. Daughter 
of the Star liecame tin* dam of Ilippia, by King 
Tom, winner of the Oaks of 1837: ilippia was in 
turn the dam of Nellie, from which came Lady 
Lovertile. the dam of St. Amaut. Baron Lionel was 
inten still in breeding, but did not care to race, 
and in the characteristically generous fashion which 
has always marked tin* family, handed over his 
young thoroughbred stock to liis brother, Baron 
Meyer, who trained and ran them. Daughter of the 
Star was one of the two mares from which many 
of tin* liest of the horses now carrying tlie Roth- 
schild colors descended. The other mare was called 
Emerald, because she was received in exchange for 
an emerald that Baron Lionel had won in a drawing. 
She liecame tin* dam of Meiitmore Lass, from which 
descended Zephyr, the dam of Parmesan of Favonius, 
winner of iln* Derby of 1871, in the days when "fol- 
low tlie baron” was a standard piece of valuable 
advice: for in this year, besides the Derby, the 

ha rot I took tile One Thousand Guineas, tlie Oaks and 
the St. l.ogcr with Hannah, not to mention all sorts 
of other races. The best horse Leopold de Roth- 
schild has owned is undoubtedly St. Frusqnin. tlie 
great rival of Persimmon. lii* was beaten a neck 
by Hie king’s champion in tlie Derby, hut in tin* 
Princess of Wales Stakes lie was carrying throe 
(MHiuds from Persimmon, and this time St. Frtisquin 
won by half a length, just the difference a few 
(•winds might Ik* expected to show ill horsi*s of 
practically equal ability. 

KINCSEM A VEGETABLE THIEF. 

Tlie Vienna papers, alluding to the many services 
Kiucscm. tin* famous mare, has rendered to breed- 
ing in Hungary, relates that when she was a year- 
ling at the stud farm at Tapio Szent Alartin. the 
home paddocks were divided from an extensive 
kitchen garden liy a g'«>d. stout, high stone wall to 
keep out intruders. It was discovered that, al- 
though the gates were locked, some horses had man- 
aged to get in and nibble away at the toothsome 
turnips grown for domestic use. Traces of hoofs 
were apparent where tin* ground had been turned 
over. A strict wateli was kept, but it was some 
time lief ore the culprit was discovered. One of tin* 
yearlings. Kinesein. finding that she was not closely 
watched, looked over the wall. and. seeing no one 
in the llitchen garden, took a spring and landed 
safely over the obstacle to return to her favorite 
roots. Air. K. von Blaskovits. Iu*r breeder, had the 
ease reported to him. and said, laughingly: “Oh. 

never mind: a yearling which can jump so well is 
sure to prove a giMHl tint* oa the turf.” He made 
no mistake, for the name of tlie turnip filrher will 
live forever in the annals of (lie turf, for Kinesem 
was perhaps tin* best mare that ever wore a bridle. I 
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have never won a race, either ou tlie Hat or across 
country: have never. left Canada, anti have never 
been for a period of more than one month out of this 
province; death of nominator does not render entrv 
void: one mile ami a quarter.
